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Local police 
trace source 
of bogus calls 

Two suspects charged 
with needless dispatch 
of fire and police units 

Following an investigation by the 
West Liberty Police Department and 
Rowan County law enforcement offi- 
cials, two Dayton, Ohio, residents have 
been charged with falsely reporting an 
incident after allegedly sending Rowan 
County emergency service agencies on 
false alarms last week. 

Late in the night on Dec. 18 through 
early morning Dec. 19, West Liberty Po- 
lice Department Telecommunicator 
Jackie Mayberry received several 911 
calls (later determined to have been 
made from a deactivated cellular tele- 
phone handset) reporting a house fire 
and a shooting with a victim lying in the 
roadway. 

Mayberry determined the emergency 
calls originated from the Quisenberry 
Road area in Rowan County near the 
Blairs Mills area of Morgan County and 
notified Rowan County emergency ser- 
vices, which dispatched five firefighting 
units from Morehead and Elliottsville 
Fire Departments, an ambulance, and 
units from the Rowan County Sheriff’s 
Department and the Kentucky State Po- 
lice to the scene where they found no 
actual emergency occurring. 

An investigation initiated by the West 
Liberty Police Department and joined by 
Rowan County officials, resulted in 
charges being filed against Joseph R. 
Ferguson, 21, of Dayton, Ohio, and an 
unidentified 17-year-old minor from 
Dayton, Ohio, being charged with 
falsely reporting an incident. 

Investigators, armed with voice re- 
cordings, calls point of origin data, and 
a serial number of a handset, were able 
to identify the callers and lodged the 
charges. 

Wayne Lewis, Asst. West Liberty 
Police Chief, said that anytime an emer- 
gency vehicle is dispatched in an emer- 
gency manner, it is not without risk to 
both the public and emergency person- 
nel. “So, when irresponsible persons 
place false calls, the West Liberty Po- 
lice Department will devote the re- 
sources necessary to track down and 
bring the perpetrators before a judge.”

Dec. 22 — After two days of voting, 
registered nurses represented by the 
Kentucky and West Virginia Nurses As- 
sociations on Saturday voted to ratify a 
new contract with Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare, ending a nearly three month 
walkout by more than 600 of ARH’s 700 
registered nurses. About 500 were still 
on strike when a tentative agreement be- 
tween both sides was reached last Thurs- 
day. 

“They should all be able to go home, 
get off the picket line and get ready to 
come back to work,” Pat Tanner, chief 
negotiator for the Kentucky and West 
Virginia nurses associations, said Satur- 
day night after voting by the nurses was 
completed. 

The agreement guarantees that 350 
nurses will be back to work by Jan. 31, 
Tanner said. All remaining nurses will 
return to work by or before March 1 . 

Nine registered nurses at Morgan 
County ARH Hospital had joined the 
strike. 

“We are pleased that our nurses have 
accepted this contract that includes an 
excellent compensation and benefit 
package,” said ARH President and CEO 
Jerry W. Haynes. “This is not only a vote 
in favor of a very good contract, it is a 
vote for quality patient care and improv-

ing the health and well being of all the 
communities we serve.” 

“We know that our nurses and our 
communities are as glad as management 
that this strike is over, and we look for- 
ward to the nurses rejoining the caring 
and compassionate nursing staff at our 
hospitals as we move forward with our 
mission of providing quality healthcare 
services to our communities,” Haynes 
said. 

“This vote is the best thing that could 
happen to ARH, the nurses and the com- 
munity,” Tanner said. “We hope that this 
will help the hospitals’ viability, open 
closed units and contribute to quality 
care.” 

The hospital system had hired about 
150 replacement workers during the 
strike. 

Tanner said Saturday one of the 
union’s concerns in negotiations was 
safe staffing levels. If the replacement 
nurses were to stay with ARH hospitals, 
they would be required to join the union. 

The strike took a financial toll on at 
least two ARH hospitals, forcing doz- 
ens of layoffs of support staff at the ARH 
Hospital in South Williamson and one 
unit at the ARH Hospital in Beckley, 
W. Va. to close. ARH officials said some 
patients were refusing to cross picket 
lines, causing a drop in revenue.

He has clothes to do 
him until he is age five or maybe 
six. Of course they were an only 
child, not 12 children like we 
were. 

My first Christmases I have 
no memory of. I know when we 
moved to the Calaboose I was 
five months old. When I was five 
years old, the tobacco had sold, 
and daddy bought some fruit and 
candy for us. Also, at Fred 
Terrill’ s Store, he bought Helen 
and me a flannel shirt each and a 
pair of overalls; and two dolls. 
We were very happy with our 
dolls. However, in the Spring we 
left them out in the pasture field 
where we played. The skin on the 
dolls were made of rubber mate- 
rial which was stuffed with 
minced cotton. After a night’s 
rain the dolls were not in very 
good condition. We had dolls 
made of corn shucks and dolls 
made of sticks of stove wood, 
that we made clothes for from rag 
scraps. I remember us all sewing 
one day, and my sister, Helen, 
said we” re running out of thread. 
So, to keep from running out of 
thread, I made very large stitches 
to go farther with my thread. 

I can remember Christmases 
with hen and dumplings, a cake 
or fried chicken. In the later years 
mom sent a brother to Steve 
Rose’s Store, and had him to de- 
liver a box of oranges, bananas, 
and apples; and some candy and 
a cake for Christmas. Our 
brother, Dewey and wife Barbara 
in Michigan always sent through 
the mail a large box of chocolate 
candy, and like Forrest Gump 
said, “You never know what 
you’ll get in a box of chocolates.” 
Mom always kept the candy 
stored in a chest and the fruit un- 
der dad’s bed. 

So, these were some of our 
Christmases down in the holler 
on Calaboose Road.

The Judge’s Corner

Morgan County Judge/Executive 




I have been questioned about 
the decision by the fiscal court 
to pay $600.00 per month to 
County Attorney Steve 
O’Connor for rent for his office 
space on top of paying about 
$550.00 per month for his office 
expenses. I voted no to this mo- 
tion for many different reasons. 
First of all, he is not the only 
elected office that does not have 
an office provided to him. The 
Jailer and Coroner do not have 
offices. Second, all other elected 
officials do not receive his 
amount of pay. Our County 
Attorney’s Office receives over 
$110,000.00 from state and 
county government, plus a 
monthly expense check from the 
state. Also, he runs his personal 
law office in his office building. 

The difference in the county 
attorney and myself is I believe 
that whatever is deemed neces- 
sary in a day’s work is my job. 
Case in point: The county attor- 
ney thinks we owe him extra 
money for collecting the jail re- 
coupment of about $40,000.00 
per year. But I have collected 
$175,000.00 per year through the 
Snow and Mow Program and 
$15,000.00 per year for the 
county for administering the 
county’s agricultural grants pro- 
gram. This has put a great 
workload on our road crew and 
office staff. But it benefits our 
county and you, the general pub- 
lic. The employees who do this 
work are among the lowest paid 
in the county government. It puts 
more work on us, but it is neces- 
sary and, therefore, it is a part of 
our job. 

The county attorney owns his 
own building, so paying him 
$600.00 per month plus $550.00 
per month for utilities is like pay- 
ing him to live in his own house. 

Following are some points 
that you, the citizens, need to 
decide on whether it is right or 
wrong to pay this additional rent: 

•At a time when our budget is 
very weak and the state says we 
have to make changes to increase 
our revenue, where is this 
$600.00 per month plus eighteen 
months of back pay that was ap- 
proved by the magistrates going 
to come from? 

•Our county attorney signed a 
document sometime around 



2004, stating that we could not 
help fund the Senior Citizens, yet 
he insists that the county fund his 
office in his own building. 

•Our volunteer fire depart- 
ments and rescue squad do not 
receive any money from the 
county to pay truck insurance or 
for gas to go on an accident or 
fire run, or money for heat to 
keep the trucks from freezing up. 
The volunteers who help save the 
lives and property of our citizens 
receive zero dollars from the 
county. The $600.00 a month rent 
the county will be paying for his 
office could be used to help pro- 
vide the much-needed support for 
our vital emergency services. 

•The youth of our county de- 
serve more than they have. There 
are not any youth activities that 
the county helps provide except 
that we own the land some of the 
parks are located on. Why can’t 
we invest in our youth, our se- 
niors, our emergency services, 
our volunteers and our future? 
Why can’t we invest in ridding 
our county of drugs, theft, and 
corruption? 

The rent of $600.00 per month 
and $550.00 per month for utili- 
ties on top of the $110,000.00 
that our county attorney receives 
would go a long way toward 
maintaining our other programs 
that receive zero dollars. I inher- 
ited a four million dollar debt 
when I took this office in 2003. 
We have scrimped and taken on 
state programs and the extra bur- 
den for administering them just 
to maintain where we are today. 
I think giving in to this demand 
of our county attorney is wrong. 
That is why I voted no to the 
$600.00 per month rent on top of 
the $550.00 per month for his 
utilities.

Lucky and Hattie Baldwin built this house in West Liberty in 1 934.

2007.

Forty two years ago, rescuers 
couldn’t get the body of James 
Gentry Mitchell out of a cave 
where he died hanging 60 feet in 
the air. It was a tragic death. 
Mitchell died while gallons of icy 
water rushed over him. After 
Mitchell’s body was recovered in 
2006 the cave entrance was 
sealed shut. 

Christian Lyon, 36, a grand- 
son of the man that discovered 
the cave in Dolgeville, New 
York, led the expedition to re- 
cover the body after all these 
years and to give Mitchell a 
proper burial. Lyon had the ap- 
proval of the young man’s fam- 
ily to recover the body. 

Mitchell, a 23 year old chem- 
ist, came to Dolgeville some 200 
miles northwest of New York 
City on February 13, 1965, to 
eyplore Schroeder’s Pants Cave 
with two friends, Hedy Miller, a 
nurse, and Charles Bennet, a 
graduate student at Harvard. In 
preparation, Mitchell had visited 
Christopher’s grandfather, 
George Lyon, to learn about the 
cave which he discovered in 
1947. 

Mitchell and his friends began 
their entry into the cave as tem- 
peratures hovered around the 
freezing mark. Water running in 
the passage ways of the cave was 
ice-cold. Mitchell and his two 
friends inched their way through 
the various passages of the cav- 
ern where they reached an open 
area. From there, they started a 
descent some 80 feet below into 
another cavern. “Despite the 
frigid water cascading around 
them, Mitchell hooked his safety 
lines and started down and then 
he stopped,” Miller told a re- 
porter. Miller continued, “Some- 
thing went wrong. He tried to 
wiggle lower and then could not 
move. He tried to pull himself up 
on the rope with one hand, but 
his hand kept slipping. About 10 
gallons of icy water was pour- 
ing on his head every minute. He 
told me not to worry, that he 
would get out. Later on, he could 
not talk at all.” 

After 45 minutes of trying to 
rescue Mitchell, Bennet left the 
cave to get help. The National 
Capital Grotto Rescue Team, 
from Washington, D.C., flew to 
the site on Air Force 2. By this 
time the event had become front

page news. The newly formed 
and inexperienced Rescue Team 
tried to pull Mitchell’s body up 
but was unable to do so. He was 
left hanging in the cave for 41 
years ! 

In 2006, it took Christian 
Lyons and six workers about four 
hours to finish the recovery. 
There were no complications, 
except the cold underground. 
Mitchell’s bones lay at the bot- 
tom of a 75 ft. drop-off. One of 
the rescuers carried the bones of 
5’ 11", 185 pound Mitchell from 
the cave in a bag. The bones were 
cremated and some of the ashes 
were given to the boy’s 89 year 
old father and the rest buried near 
the cave entrance. A documen- 
tary was filmed of the recovery. 



James Gentry Mitchell was 
the great-grandson of Drexel 
Moore and Hattie Cole Moore of 
West Liberty. (Hattie was the 
daughter of James Cole, owner 
of the Cole Hotel on Main 
Street.) Hattie and Drexel had 
two children, Drexel and 
Winalee. The marriage ended 
when Drexel Moore disappeared 
and was never heard from again. 
According to the late D.R. 
Keeton, “ One morning, Drexel 
came to the dinning room of the 
Cole Hotel to have breakfast with 
the rest of the family with 
$2000.00 in his pocket. He was 
a salesman and left as usual that 
morning but was never heard 
from again.” Hattie later married 
R.A. “Lucky” Baldwin and they 
had one child, Russell. 

Winalee Moore married Duke 
Gentry and they had three chil- 
dren one also named Winalee 
going by the name of Lee. She 
married James Mitchell and they 
were the parents of James Gen- 
try Mitchell. 

Duke Gentry came to West 
Liberty while working for the 
Louisville Gas and Electric Com- 
pany and was employed by R.A. 
“Lucky” Baldwin. While in West 
Liberty he stayed at the Cole 
Hotel where he met Winalee 
Moore.

Greg Stumbo plans return 
to former House position 



May have implications 
for Speaker Richards, 
Majority Leader Adkins

PRESTONSBURG - The 
sudden resignation this week of 
Floyd County’s state representa- 
tive, James Brandon Spencer, 
appears to be the first step for 
Greg Stumbo’ s return to his old 
House seat. 

The move also involves new 
Gov. Steve Beshear, who has ad- 
mitted meeting with Stumbo, but 
denies the issue being discussed 
or that it is a political move to 
have the former majority floor 
leader push a casino gambling 
measure. 

Spencer, who just last week 
said he was running for re-elec- 
tion, said in a written statement 
that his job took him away from 
his family too much and that he 
would support Stumbo in a bid 
to regain his seat. 

Stumbo has confirmed that he 
is interested in filling the 95th 
District seat in the legislature and 
hopes the Floyd County Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee will 
nominate him as their candidate 
in a special election. 

Beshear ’s office confirmed 
that Spencer, who says he is an 
“executive CEO” with Trans-Star 
Ambulance owner Lafferty En- 
terprises, has been recommended 
for a job, apparently in the ad- 
ministration. 

Beshear’s spokeswoman, 
Vicki Glass, refused to reveal 
what discussions have taken 
place involving Spencer. 

“Several of his supporters 
have recommended him to the 
administration,” Glass responded 
to The Big Sandy News in an e- 
mail on Wednesday. “I will not 
provide specific names or further 
details. Gov. Beshear just re- 
ceived the letter of resignation 
yesterday and will call a special 
election in due time.” 

The newspaper had asked in 
an earlier e-mail to Glass, who 
had made recommendations for 
Spencer and whether the requests 
had been made in writing or ver- 
bally. 



on its board of directors. 

Spencer, a former Floyd 
County constable, also gave 
$1,000 to Attorney General Jack 
Conway, who will replace 
Stumbo as the state’s chief law 
enforcement officer. 

There is talk in local political 
circles in Floyd County that 
Spencer may seek either the of- 
fice of jailer or judge-executive 
in Floyd County in the next 
county wide election. 

While constable, Spencer was 
accused of passing a loading 
school bus and screaming at a bus 
driver who was getting his ve- 
hicle license number. No charges 
were brought as a result of the 
incident. 

Stumbo left the statehouse in 
2004 after he was elected attor- 
ney general. He lost the may pri- 
mary nomination for lieutenant 
governor with gubernatorial run- 
ning mate Bruce Funsford and 
has been mulling a run against 
U.S. Sen. Mitch McConnell. 

If Stumbo regains the House 
seat, there are unconfirmed re- 
ports that he might seek House 
Speaker Jody Richards’ position 
that could be vacated soon if 
Richards retires. 

House Majority Deader Rocky 
Adkins, D-Sandy Hook, aid he 
has been friends with Stumbo for 
20 years and the two worked well 
together in the legislature. 

Adkins said through his office 
that the issue of the floor leader 
election would not be considered 
during the upcoming legislative 
session because the next vote is 
in December 2008. 

There are also reports that 
Adkins is poised to get a high- 
ranking energy position in the 
Beshear administration, but 
Adkins said he had not discussed 
it with the governor. 

Adkins lists on his financial 
disclosure that he is employed by 
Appalachian Fuels.

Stumbo and Spencer each 
gave $1,000 to Beshear’s suc- 
cessful campaign for governor, 
according to state election fi- 
nancing records. 

Former Rep. Charles “Chuck” 
Meade, whom Spencer beat in 
2005, has filed to run for the of- 
fice and said in a statement that 
Stumbo told him two weeks ago 
that “he wanted his seat back.” 

“Spencer and Stumbo ’s deci- 
sions have in no way effected 
(sic) my decisions to run for the 
office,” Meade said. 

In what could become an is- 
sue int he campaign, Stumbo lists 
his address as 1049 Palmer Court 
in Fexington on the state cam- 
paign records. On other contri- 
butions, Stumbo lists his address 
as Prestonsburg. The attorney 
general has also used both ad- 
dressed on federal campaign con- 
tribution records. 

Also on Stumbo ’s 2006 finan- 
cial disclosure to the executive 
branch ethics commission as at- 
torney general, he notes his wife, 
Mary Karen, is employed as a 
Realtor with Keller Williams 
Bluegrass Realty on Harrodsburg 
Road in Fexington, which also 
does business as The Dream 
Team (Fexington) FCC. 

On Stumbo ’s financial disclo- 
sure, he also lists his Fexington 
address as the location of his 
company, Braveheart Invest- 
ments, which is not registered 
with the secretary of state’s of- 
fice. 

Spencer listed on his 2006 fi- 
nancial disclosure to the Fegis- 
lative Ethics Committee that he 
has a mortgage at First “Gaumty”

This Depart- 
ment of Education program is 
being utilized in school districts 
throughout the country, including 
several Southern and Eastern 
Kentucky jurisdictions. 

Prescription Drug Monitor- 
ing: $7 million. The “Harold 



Rogers Prescription Drug Moni- 
toring Program” allows states 
that are either looking to create a 
monitoring program, or upgrade 
their current system, to apply for 
federal money to supplement 
state funding.
